NOsN-lNI ON MINERS KILLED 

BY INFERNAL MACHINE AT 
VICTOH, COLORADO 



Explosion or Boom Causes Death of 
'Eleven Hen and Injurs Many •« 
v Crime Laid at: Door of Strikers 

v Anarchy" is rampant in Teller 'cdunty; 
Cold, Twehty-t wo mtn are reported kt II ed 
and many are badly wounded. . Following 
the killing of fourteen ■ nonunion miners 
and maiming of eight others \by? the ' ex-' 
plosion of an infernal machine.at the 'Inde- 
pendence railroad station Monday morning, 
a riot occured at Yictor.'in the afternoon^ 
at which'ane mari'was killed and' six .per; 
sons were wounded! These events- roused 
tbe passiona of citizens to the .boiling" 
point, and at 7 o'clock in the evening, ah 
attack was made upon the miners' union 
hall, Shots .were fired by both sides, and 
.white the. battle was in progress the militia 
alio, made an attack on the place, 'firing 
volley after .volley into the doors /and .win 1 
dows of the. hall,', Seven, were, reported 
killed and many wounded in this battle; W 
: The infernal machine horror at'Inde- 
pendesce wssone of the most cold blooded, 
diabolical effects at wholesale murder ever 
known,' The men killed were nearly all 
nonunion miners in the employ of the 
Findley mines', From 200 to UOO " pounds 
of dynamite' was exploded tinder the plat- 
form of the. station on .which they were 
standing, awaiting an approaching- train. 
The bodies of tbe slain were blown into 
fragments and scattered over an area of 
100 yards or more. The spectacle they: 
presented was most horrifying. . ' 

This is a brief synopsis of the days' events 
in and about Victor, Colo.'vlt is incom- 
plete, for the 1 reason that the citizehVof 
the Cripple Creek mining district are de- 
termined that they will crash, once and for 
all, the organization which they claim has 
oppressed them during the last ten years. 
Yne outrage which presipitated , the liinovef; 
ment occured : af ; 2:30. o'clock. Monday 
morning. Miners from the ^Findley... and 
adjoining mines ' were assembled at the. 
Independence ' railroad station, '-to. take tbe 
train .for, their' homes:' Suddenly as - tbe 
train approached there was a. tremendous 
explosion', - When-peraohs,ih^be neighbor: 
nood "r^hed the spbt:tb^ beheld an awful 
sight.' Fragments of d^merobered .bodies 
were acattered'an all' directione.- It was 
daylight before the bodies of the dead ' and 
injured' werefoand, and .all through the 
dajr"; ghostly, relics of. the disaster were 
picked up in the vicinity. Then came the 
discovery of the pkjt. ..- ; A wire; was found, 
which ran from the excavation .under ..the 
platform to a stockade ,300 ' yards away. 
One end of this wire had been attached to 
the trigger of a revolver, which ^pointed 
into, a. heavy charge of ' dynamite. ; : When 
the : platform' .was- filled with' nonunion 
miners the assassin behind the stockade 
pulied the- wire and the discharge of the 
revolver 5 exploded the powder. Mews of 
the disaster was circulated throughout the 
district before sunrise, and the ; excitement 
grew hourly. Citizens wbo have in the past 
advised prudence and restraint realized 
that the time had come to force an issue. ■ 

The firatraault of conferences held during 
the morning was. a demand for ■ the resig- 
nation of Sheriff Robertson of Teller coun- 
ty,, known to , ba ; a u nion .. 'sympathiEer. 
This was secured, and' Edward Bell ap- 
pointed in his place. ■ He in turn removed 
several of Robertson 'a deputies and ap- 
pointed men upon whom , be "could rely. 
Town! Marshal :0'Connell of Victor was 
next aaked to resign; but refused to do so. 
He wna ejected from a citizenaVmeeting, 
but returned with a double- barreled shot- 
gun,' and tried to force his "way in*. An 
hourj'later 2,000 people assembled at an 
open air mass meeting. ; Secretary Hamlin 
of the Mine Owners* association started to 
speak, but had uttered only half a dozen 
sentences before the bullets' commenced to 
whietlo about his head. Where they came 
from nobody could say exactly. . Then'the 
rajie which had been so long restrained 
brook-lose. Menin tbecrowd remembered 
themysterious murders which have occurred 
in the district, tlie terrible heatings which 
some of Lbera had received at the hands of 
unknown thugs, the."ficcidonU":simildr. 
to the Yin'dicaur mine' disaster. These 
things were attributed' to one ftoiirco, and 
with one accord : tbe ^ -crowd 'started for 
Miners 4 Union hall. By this time it was 
plainly seen that the j. shots wereVcoming 
from the. miners' ball. In -an instant, 
seemingly by o preconcerted signal, mem- 
bers, of the local militia company were lit 
line. .They .''mounted to the roof of an 
adjoining building and poured volley after 
volley. into tbe hall, while citizens fired 
scaited shots from the, streets, 

In a few minutes a flag of .'truco, in the 
shape of a; white' handkerchief fastened to 
the end of a, stick, was displayed.., Soon 
after the minorsiwho had been Inf the/ hall 
filed- down 'the stairway, each , with^h'U 
hands above hla head, r They ■wore seatche'd' 
for arms and hustled off to the mllifary 
bullpen; y ?■ ' ■■"" : ■

The commissioners are Captain' William 
H.^ Boeder. of the navy, Henry M.Waite. of 
Lexington, Ky., and William M. Bradley' 
of Portland, Me, -.These three' gentlemon 
are to examine the sites offered for a naval 
trairiihg station on the great Jukes, and an 
provided in the' naval appropriation bill. 
None of them are from tLe ulates bordering 
on the lakes. '";./. \ ? 

-^Captain Reeder-ii from Iowa 1 , Mr. Waite' 
is ij; relatives; of 'the late 'Chief Justice 
Walte.fond^r. Bradley is a;prppiinent 
lawyiflr'fin Maine. - .,- 

The Fifty-Seventh Co ogress authorized 
tha •Secretary of the Navy to appoint a 
commissinn' to select a' site, for .a naval 
training station on the great lakes, and 
Admiral Taylor waj! chairman of the com- 
mission. That commission recommended 
that the station be located.^pn tbe lower 
part of Lake . ^Michigan and gaye flfst 
preference to' Lake Bluff, III,, with second 
preference to Racine. ,Wia.'^- The House 
committee on naval affairs incorporated a 
paragraph appropriating, §250,000 to pur- 
chase' the' site selected at Lake Bluff, but 
the Wisconsin delegation fought it and it 
went out on a point of order.- ' 

Senator Hopkins secored the adoption of 
the same paragraph as an amendment to 
the bill by the Senate, but the House re- 
fused to concur, and after a long conference 
agreed to a compromise by which the Pre- 
sident should name a new commission, 
none of whom should be from the' slates' 
bordering on the great lakea. ' 

There will be a big' fight made for the 
station at Fut-in-Bay, - Lake Erie, by.tbe 
Ohio people,' while the New' York people 
will seek to have it located on Lake Ontario, 
the : 'Wisconsin people in. that state, and 
tbe Michigan people on their Ride of Lake 
Michigan. .. 

The principal dbjectOn- urged against 
Lake.. Bluff . has been tbe price, which ia 
regarded as exorbitant. If Chicago wants 
.the naval training station at Lake Bluff it 
will have to offer better terms. Otherwise 
there is a strong probability that the new 
commission will select another site.

TRAIN AT KENOSHA 



Ties Had Been Placed Open the 
Track Aftar It Had Been -Be- 
i ported "Clear.

A- daring and dastardly attempt was 

made to 'wreck the Iron Rangeexpress on 

the North western rood, just after it passed 

through. Kenosha last. Saturday night. 

Two ties and a brake beam had bees piled 

across the track just north of tbe Middle 

street crossing and by tbe mearest chance 

the obstructions were discovered .by section 

foreman Rattiff just before tbe train pulled 

out of the Kenosha station. 

The track had been reported all clear 
half an hour, before one} just after eleven 
o'clock two limited freight trains passed 
through the city dud there was nothing on 
the track at that time. Section' foreman 
Rattiff was at the office of the company 
with Agent Seymour making op the daily 
reports, and just after eleven o'clock he 
left tbe office and started for his home. 

• He walked , up the' track as fax ,.as 'the 
street crossing and when he came to Mid- 
dle Btreet ha heard the whistle of the Iron 
Range and turned back until it had passed 
the crossing. He walked a few feet to the 
north of the crossing along the rails, when 
looking in front of him he saw that there 
was some ' obstruction; on • the hock, Ab 
fast as he could iie hurried back to Grand 
avenue and managed to arrange tbe block 
signal to prevent the onward rush of the 
train. 

The men at the station saw tbe signal 
and . hurried up -the . track. They found 
Rattiff tugging at the ties and brake beam. 
Tbe men who had come up from the station 
rushed to the aid of the foreman and in a 
short time the stakes had been pulled out 
and the track was clear. 

Tbe block signal to come ahead was 
given and the train went on its way. In 
the meantime the passengers "on the train 
bad heard of tbe narrow escape of the train 
and as it pulled out cheer after cheer was 
given for Rattiff. ■ ■>

While Kurbkl'Sjline is 
long from end to end, It Is not equally 
thin In nil places, hut Is concentrated 
1 a . , three i .;. colum ns; at .>Takjushaii , Feng-, 
wangcti eng, . .anil ! .,tti e . unknown point, 
north or northeast Small bodies of. 
Cossack cavalry have been able to In- 
sert themselves between- the , three 
points of concentration and get in tho 
rear of the Japanese.

Kouropatkln's army lies parallel to 
Kurokl's at -a distance of 100 miles.

' How little sentiment there Is in busi- 
ness "Is prttty well Illustrated by tho ne- 
gotiations for loans' by • the two pow- 
ers now at war. Russia, it is found, can 
barrow: $200,000,000 and sell her 3;' per 
cent bomli at 98 to 08^, while J;ipnn, 
asking ?50,000,000, must offer her per 
cent bonds' well below par, or down to 
about 08 to 03Vj, Additional to ibis, the 
.big New York banking bouses handling 
tho American end. of. the loan, are fully 
as tight with their money us the Euro- 
penn bankers, and both insist that Japan 
pledge her custom house receipts as, se- 
curity, while nsklng no such bard terms 
from Russia. Primarily tho question of 
credits Is one of .facts and figures. Re- 
ceipts and expenditures relative to the 
size of a country, together with pros- 
pective development and the likelihood of 
further hoi-rowings, are the Important 
things. This' particular Incident Is prin- 
cipally Interesting ns i illustrating two 
things: That the sympathy of tho Eng- 
lish and American peoples with Japan 
avails' Hint country little when she en- 
ters the loan market, nnd that the Idea 
advanced some time ago tliot, because of 
persecutions of the Jews In RiibhIii, that 
country would find herself handicapped 
by the opposition of powerful .Jewish 
financial- houses was n fallacy. Seutb 
rr.eiit and business do not mix. — Minne- 
apolis Journal.

The- earlier reports of tbe battle of 
Kincbau and the storming of tho de- 
fenses of Port Arthur were to the effect 
that .tho Japanese had sustained the 
appnlllog loss of 12,000 men killed. The 
Russian loss was not known, but was 
suppoied to bo nearly as heavy. 

The totals are still large, but it ap- 
pears that the' Japanese loss Is only 
about one-fourth that originally report- 
ed, 3,000 killed and wounded, while the 
Russians left 400 dend on tho field. The 
Russian losses nre doubtless not so heavy 
ai those of tlie Japanese because they 
were fighting behind trenches, while the 
Japanese were the assnuitlng party.

• As the result of a fiendish 7 plot to. 
kill non-union miners twelve men are ^ 
dead, and dismembered, eight fatally 
injured, while the station of the Flor- 
ence and Cripple Crock Ilnitroad at In- 
dependence, Colo., Is annihilated. 

About ZOO pounds of dynamite, ex- 
ploded to destroy; an approaching train, 
raised a crowd of . miners Into 'the air,' 
and parts of their bodies were picked 
up a long distance, from the scene of 
tho blast' . Where the station stood 
there is only anjmmense-holo'ln the 
ground to tell of the dastardly deed— 
tho most cruel In the history of the 
miners' strike which has made a plague 
spot of the district 

The explosion occurred very, early 
Monday morning. It was thu result of 
a plot against the non-union miners on 
the night shift nt the Sliurtlcff, Flndlay 
nndlxist Dollar mines,' who hnd Juat" 
finished work nnd were about to re- 
turn to their homes. 

Detectives found the machine which 
■Bt off the dynamite under the wreck-' 
ago of the platform. It consisted of a 
revolver and 300 feet of steel wire. The 
revolver was placed under tho platform 
near the powder. The other end of 
tho wire was fastened to a chair leg, 
which was used ns a lever from tha 
crlbblngs of the Delrnonleo property. 
Tho whole, district Is in arms as a re- 
sult of tho catastrophe, and further 
trouble Is fenrcd. 

Great Hole In Ground. 
1 It 1 9 supposed that at least two hun- 
dred pounds of dynamite must hnvo 
been used to produce such an explo- 
sion, The ground on which It stood 
Bhows a great gash, ns If an earth- 
quake had torn up the country and left 
a cavity to remind the people of a great 
upheaval. The Impact of tho explosion 
was felt in every direction. The min- 
ers who stood on the platform were 
literally shoV fur Into the air, 

Tfie'sceiio nbout tho depot was sick- 
ening. Portions of human bodies were 
scattered over the right of way, and In 
the twenty-foot bole mn'dc by the ex- 
plosion were found severed skulls, 
hrms, legs nnd hands, Every object 
-within a radius, of fifty feet from the 
bolo was bespattered with blood. When 
nows of the disaster reached Ylctor, 
Mayor Franklin ordered out Company 
L, Colorado National Guard. 

Although tho strike of union miners 
In the Cripple Creek district, - which be- 
gan Aug. 10, 1003, nnd which led to the 
declaration, of martial law In Tellurlde 
County by Governor Penbody, is still 
In effect good order has been main- 
tained for the last six months and mil- 
itary rula has been suspended' nnd all- 
troops withdrawn. Tbo mlno owners^ 
with tile exception of tho Portland 
company, say they have as many men 
working ns they need nnd they require 
all miners to renounce allegiance to the 
Western Federation before giving them 
employment A committee 'appointed 
by the Western Federation, now in ses- 
sion nt Denver, to investigate the sit- 
uation In the district, visited the camp 
last week. Chnrtes H. Moyer, presi- 
dent of the Federation, is In jail at 
Tellurlde, which is under martial law, 
being held as a military prisoner by 
Governor ' rcabody, who charges him 
with inciting Insurrection and rebel- 
lion. Tel lu ride is In Southwestern Col- 
orado nnd Is nbout -100 miles from Crip- 
ple Creek. The strikes in the jnetalllf- 
erous mines of Colorado were ordered 
by the Executive Hoard of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners for the pur- ; 
pose of cutting off the ore supply of 
mills and smelt era tit which an eight- 
hour day was' refused to the employes.

Tribute to lie roe*, 
"The place where we now. are has won 
a doti bio distinction — here was fonght 
one of the great battles erf oil time and' 
here was ipoksabneof the few speeches 
which shall Inst through the .agog," de- 
clared President Roosevelt on tke^ battle- 
field of Gettysburg, In opening his Me- 
morial day address, v. 
. As President Roosevelt rooo to speak 
a downpour of rain began and continued 
throughout the time ' be .'addressed; the 
great assemblage--:. Ho was accorded an 
enthusiastic. ..reception, notwithstanding 
th a 1 . rain, and the crowd of 10,000 people 
in the cemetery remained to hear the 
address. despite the thorough drenching 
it received; 

"As long as this republic endures or Its 
history It known," continued the Presi- 
dent, "iro. long shall the memory 'of the 
battle of Gettysburg likewise endure and 
be known, and ns long as tho English' 
tongue is understood so long shall Abra- 
ham Lincoln's - Gettysburg speech < thrill 
the hearts of mankind.. 
. "The Civil War was a great war for 
righteousness; a war- waged > for the no- 
blest ideals, but waged also in thorough- 
going, practical fashion. • It wits one of 
the few wars which mean, In their suc- 
cessful outcVmiQ, a lift, toward better 
thing* for the nations of mankind. Homo 
wars have meant the triumph of . order 
over anarchy and licentiousness musuue- 
radlng ns liberty; some. wars have meant 
the triumph -gf liberty over tyranny mas- 
querading an order; but tills victorious 
war of ours meant the triumph of both 
liberty mid order, the triumph of orderly 
liberty, the bestowal of civil rights up- 
on the freed slnvcs, and at the Kitme 
time the stern insistence on the suprem- 
acy of the national law throughout tho 
length hnd breadth of the land. ■• 

"Moreover, this was one of those rare 
contests in which it was to the. immeas- 
urable interest of tho .vanquished that 
they should lose, while at the same time 
tho victors acquired the precious privi- 
lege of transmitting to those who came 
after them, ns a heritage of honor for- 
ever, not only the memory of their own 
valiant deeds, but the memory of the 
deeds of those, who, no less valiantly and 
with equal sincerity of purpose, (ought 
against tho stars In. their courses, 

"The war left to ub nil, as fellow coun- 
trymen, as brothers, the right to rejoico 
that the Union has been restored in In- 
destructible shape in a country where 
slftver>- no longer mocks the boast of 
'freedom, nnd also tho right to rejoice 
with exultant pride In 'the courage, the 
self-sacrifice, and the devotion, nl Ike of 
the men who wore tho blue and' tho men 
who wora the gray. 

"Ho. is a poor Amerlenn who, looking

"But the soldiers who won ot Gettys- 
burg, the Boldlern who fought to a finish, 
the Civil,' War nnd thereby .made' their 
countrymen forever their debtors, huvo 
left us far more even than tha memories 
of the;wnr Itself. They fought for Tour 
years lu order that on this continent 
those who etime- after them, their, chil- 
dren and their children's children, might 
enjoy n hinting pence. They took arms 
not to- destroy, but to save liberty; not 
to overthrow, but to establish the su- 
premacy of tho law. 

"The. crisis which they faced was to 
determine whether or not this ponple 
was 'fit for self-government ' and there- 
fore fit- for liberty. Freedom is not a. 
gift which enn he enjoyed savo by those 
who show themselves worthy of it In 
this world no privilege can he perma- 
nently/ appropriated by men who have 
not tho power and tho will successfully 
to assume the responsibility of using It 
aright 

"To-day, nil over this Innd our people 
meet, to pay reverent horn ngo to tho dead 
who died thnt tho nntlon might live; and 
wa pay homage also to their comrades 
who nre still with ns, 
■ "All are one now, the sons of those 
who wore the blue nnd tho sons of those 
who wore the gray, ngd nil enn unite in 
paying respect tn tho memory of those 
who {ell, each, of them giving his life 
for his duty 119 he snw It; and nil should 
be one , In learning from the deaths of 
these men how to live usefully while the 
limes cull for tho perfonnnnco of the 
oiintless necessary duties of everyday 
life, and how tn bold ourselves ready to 
die nobly should tho nntlon ever again 
demand of her sons the ulllmnto proof 
of loyalty." 

OLEOMARGARINE LAW UPHELD. 

Court Soya Tax 011 Colored Article Is 

Constitutional. 

The United States Supremo Court has 
handed' down n decision declaring con- 
stitutional tbo act of Congress which 
Imposes a tar of 10' cents a pound on 
oleomargarine when colored like butter. 
This verdict Is expected to make it diffi- 
cult for hntterliie manufactories to exist. 

The Issue was taken to the Supremo 
Court as the result of the prosecution 
by United States officials of Leo W. 
McCrny. Fifty, pounds of oleomargarine, 
colored like ' butter, -'were bought by ;Mc- 
Cray for re f ale. On his stock ho paid 
a tax of one-quarter of 1 cent a pound, 
which is the fax on uncolorcd oleomar- 
garine. Instead of the tax of 10 cents a 
pound, which Congress has declared 
should be paid on all .olromnrgarine col- 
ored to look like butter. McOray was 
convicted In Ohio and then the case was' 
appealed. ... / , 

According to the men Interested In the, 
making of buttcrina lu Chicago, the pay- 
ment of tho tax not only means a loan of 
the. money, but, It. also means a loss of 
ell tho money' spent iu tho building oft 
the factories. There is no loophole of 
any kind for .either" the government or 
the butterino manufacturers. The decis- 
ion says explicitly what constitutes col- 
oied buttcrinc, and declares, the. law to 
be constitutional.
